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Sugar 

World  sugar  trade  decreased  slightly  in  1972  for  the 
second  year  in  a  row.  The  decline  in  both  exports  and 
imports  of  sugar  followed  the  harvesting  of  two  suc- 
cessive short  world  crops.  At  the  same  time,  con- 
sumption also  increased  in  exporting  countries,  result- 
ing in  reduced  supplies  for  export.  World  prices  on  a 
yearly  average  basis  almost  doubled  between  1970  and 
1972. 

Total  world  sugar  exports  rose  generally  from  an 
average  of  19.2  million  metric  tons  during   1965-69  to 

21.5  million  in  1971  and  then  decreased  slightly  to 
21.2  million  in  1972.  Exports  from  the  USSR,  North 
America,  and  Asia  declined  in  1972  from  the  year  be- 
fore, but  inrreased  exports  from  Europe,  Africa,  and 
Oceania  nearly  matched  the  decreases.  In  the  case  of 
the  USSR,  exports  dropped  off  sharply  in  1972  be- 
cause of  reduced  supplies  following  two  short  crops 
and  Cuba's  inability  to  export  its  usual  amount  to  the 
USSR.  Cuba's  total  exports  were  down  by  one-fourth 
from  a  year  earlier  because  of  its  drought-reduced 
harvest  in  1971-72.  In  Asia,  the  Philippines  and  India 
both  exported   less   in    1972,   compared  with    1971. 

Exports  from  almost  all  European  countries  in- 
creased in  1972  from  the  year  before.  The  beet  har- 
vest in  Europe  was  very  good  in  1971-72  allowing  for 
larger  export  availabilities. 

Brazil  accounted  for  most  of  South  America's  in- 
crease. Production  has  been  expanding  steadily  in 
Brazil  and  exports  almost  doubled  in  1972  from  the 
previous  year.  In  Africa,  the  two  largest  exporters — 
South  Africa  and  Mauritius — both  exported  more 
sugar  in    1972. 

World    sugar    imports    amounted    to    an    average    of 

18.6  million  metric  tons  during  1965-69,  compared  to 

20.7  million   in    1971    and   20.6  million   in    1972.    Im- 


ports into  Western  Europe,  the  USSR,  and  South 
America  increased  in  1972  from  the  year  before,  but 
decreases  in  other  areas  more  than  offset  them  in  the 
aggregate.  Most  East  European  countries  imported 
less  in  1972  than  in  1971,  reflecting  the  good 
1971-72  harvest  and  short  supplies  in  the  USSR  and 
Cuba.  Imports  into  most  Asian  countries  decreased, 
although  Japan's  increased  imports  were  an  exception. 
Imports  into  North  America,  particularly  the  United 
States,  declined. 

Although  foreign  quota  requirements  under  the  U.S. 
Sugar  Act  were  somewhat  higher  in  1972,  there  was 
less  quota-exempt  sugar  imported  and  this  was  the 
case  for  all  categories  of  quota-exempt  sugar,  such  as 
for  reexport,  livestock  feed,  and  alcohol.  Addition- 
ally, over-quota  sugar  (held  pending  availability  of 
quota)  declined.  During  1972,  Africa  and  Oceania 
also  imported  smaller  quantities  from  a  year  earlier. 
The  USSR  bought  heavily  on  the  world  market  fol- 
lowing its  short  harvest  in   1971-72. 

Molasses 

World  imports  of  molasses  decreased  for  the  first 
time  in  several  years  in  1972  after  world  production 
had  leveled  off  for  2  years.  U.S.  imports  increased 
slightly  in  1972  from  a  year  earlier  as  more  molasses 
continued  to  be  demanded  for  livestock  feed.  How- 
ever, imports  into  Japan,  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
the  Netherlands  were  smaller. 

On  the  export  side,  the  Dominican  Republic  ex- 
ported considerably  less  molasses  in  1972  than  a  year 
earlier,  following  reduced  output  beginning  in 
1971-72.  The  Philippines  also  exported  less  in  1972. 
France  and  the  Netherlands  exported  larger  quantities 
in  1972,  while  Mexico  exported  the  same  amount. 
Overall,  world  molasses  exports  were  down  in  1972 
reflecting  reduced  availabilities  and  higher  prices.
